How Paris is Painted. 


“C.C. F.” writes to the Baltimore 
American that it would astonish Ameri- 
can house painters if they could witness 
the manner in which the painters of 
Paris climb over the fronts of these six 
and seven-story houses, and paint them 
from roof to door sill without the use of 
a ladder, scaffold or any other wooden 
contrivance, either for themselves or 
their pots. One man, witheut 
assistance of any kind, can paint the 
entire front of one of these tall houses 
in two or three days.

Another illustration of the same mat- 
ter we find in a decision just rendered at 
Chicago by the County Court.

Preparing and Packing Poultry. 


Poultry should be fat, and kept twen- 
ty-four hours from food before killing to 
have the crop empty. Food in the crop 
sours, blackens the skin, injures the sale 
of poultry, and buyers will not pay for 
this useless weight. Opening the vein 
in the neck or bleeding in the mouth is 
the proper mode of killing. If bled in- 
side the throat the bill should be pried 
open with a piece of chip and the poul- 
try to be hung up by the feet on a line. 
This makes bleeding free and prevents

should not be mutilated in any manner.) _5" 


Turkeys and chickens dry-picked keep 
much longer and eell bigher than the 
scalded. If the picking is done by scald- 
ing, the water should be heated just to 
the boiling point, and the poultry held 
by the feet, dipped in and out of the 
water four or five times, counting three 
each time in or out. The work should 
be done quickly. neatly, and thoroughly. 

After picking, hang up the poultry by 
the feet in a cool, dry place, till all ani- 
mal heat is out and the poultry thorough- 
ly cold and dry. Avoid freezing, as 
poultry will not keep long after thawing. 
Wrap in thin, light, strong paper.— 
Brown and dark, heavy paper, having 
too much acid in it, injures the poultry. 

The head should be wrapped separate- 
ly. Always pack head downward. This 
throws the soft entrails on the breast 
bone, the poultry keeping longer in this | 
position. Pack in clean, dry, tight flour 
barrels. 

Geese and ducks, after being killed 
should have all the feathers picked off, 
then rubbed all over thoroughly with fine

Needle Factory. 


There is a needle factory in New Ha- 
ven where the whole process is done with 
a single machine without the manual la- 
bor of any person. A coil of steel wire 
is putin. The machine cuts it off at re- 
quired lengths. It cuts the steel pieces 
|consecutively, punches the eye holes, 
|counter-sinks the eyea and grinds the 
points, and, in fact, does everything until 
the needles drop out completely formed. 
Ooi mee machine picks them up and ar- 
jranges them heads and points together, 
jand a third piece of mechanism puts 
| them into paper. One of these machines 
occupies no more space than a common 
table, and each of them turns out from 
thirty to forty thousand needles per day. 
Most of the needles hitherto were im- 
ported from England antil a few years 
past. They are made there maioly at 
Reddick in Worcester. The business em- 
| ploys about four thousand persons, chiefly
